The Greggains- Costello Fight 
at ’Frisco, 


The “Buffalo” Has the Best of the 
Battle at the First, — 


But the ‘San Franciscan Rallies in 
Good Shape. 


‘ 


Round After Round Then Passes Without 
Much Fighting—The Police Finally 
Interfere, and a Draw is 
the Result,

San Francisco, Aug. 30.—[By the Ae. 
sociated Press.| The glove fight be- 
tween Alexander Greggains of San 
Francisco, middleweight pugilist, and 
Martin Costello, the ‘‘Buffalo,’’ who re-' 
turned to this country a few weeks ago 
after five years’ residence in Australia, 
attracted a large and enthusiastic 
crowd to the Pacific Athletic Club’s 
gymnasium tonight. The fight was 
viewed with interest, for it was an- 
nounced that the winner would chal- 
lenge Bob Fitzsimmons to battle for the 
middleweight championship of the 
world. Despite the good opinion enter- 
tained here of Greggains’s ability, he 
having defeated Billy McCarthy and 
George La Blanche in short order, Cos- 
tello was the favorite in the poolrooms 
‘at odds of 10 to 7. The fight was for 
a purse of $2300. Costello’s seconds 
were Young Mitchell and Sam Fitzpat- 


rick. Greggains was seconded by Mar- 
-tin Murphy and Joe King. 
Chandler, the veteran boxer, acted as

referee. It was 9:15. when the men 
entered the rin3. Costello appeared in 
good form while Greggains’s tall figure 
seemed thinly drawn. The first three 
rounds were fought warily, cGreggains 
doing some clever feinting and ducking. 
Both men scored good left-handers in 
the mouth. Costello evinced a desire 
to bore in, but had a wholesome respect 
for Greggains’s left. Greggains was 
somewhat nervous, but did better at 
close range than his opponent. 

From the fourth round the men 
Warmed up and in the fifth Costello 
nearly dropped the San Francisco boy 
with a righhander onthe head. Greg- 
gains didsome hot infighting, however, 
and at the end: of the fifth round ws 
‘‘Buffalo’’ was rather groggy. 

From the sixth to the ninth ound: it 
was a little slow, Costello made a’ 
number of wild left swings, but his re- 
spect for Greggains’s left was too great 
to allow him to do effective work. 

In the ninth andtenth rounds Costello 
got to closer quarters and scored some 
hard blows on Greggains’s wind and<a-s. 
The latter occasionally threw ina left 
hand jab in the mouth as a caution to 
the other. He seemed disposed to save 
his strength. Costello forced the 
pace in the eleywenth. 

In the twelfth round Greggains played 
for Costello’s kidneys with telling effect. 
Costello tried hard to land a right but 
failed. 

In the thirteénth round Greggains 
was hissed for trying to back-heel Cos- 
tello in a clinch. 

From the fourteenth to the seven- 
teenth round the men made the same 
cautious fight. Costellotried for every 
apparent opening, but Greggains’s 
blows were the more effective, and, 
barring a fluke, he seemed the winner. ‘ 
He staggered Costello in the fifteenth 
with a straight left in the face and 
dropped him to a sitting posture with 
another. He got the ‘Buffalo’’ on the 
ropes in the sixteenth round and tried 
to uppercut him, but failed. Costello 
then staggered him with a right hander 


| onthe head. Greggains was frequently 


hissed for giving Costello his shoulder 
in clinches. 3 

Seventeenth to twentieth round— 
Costello’s ribs were swollen from Greg- 
gains’s left handers. He had lost some 
blood from the ear and. his face was 
swelling. Greggains sent him to his 
knees with a half-swing, half-push in 
the seventeenth round and pushed him 
over the ropes in the nineteenth. 

The next four rounds were more no- 
ticeable for feinting and leads falling 
short than tor clean hitting. In the 
twenty- third round both men landed 
hard blowsonthe head. Costelloscored 
two stiff lefts onthe jaw at the opening 
of the twenty-fourth round and..got’ 
Greggains on the run, all but sending 
him through the ropes with a left on 
the face. He slipped to the floor, how- 
ever, and Greggains pulled himself to- 
gether. 

Except for an occasional rally, Cos- 
tello hugged the corners as he had for 
a dozen rounds past. Greggains was 
content to let him escape with nothing 
more serious than -pushing his head 
back with the heel of his glove until the 
twenty-seventh round, when he hit him 
two hard left-handers and later pushed 
him to the floor. 

In the twenty-eighth round Greggains 
rushed him and sent him spinning with 
two-handed swings. Costello fought |. 
desperately, however, and scored a 
couple of good half-arm blows. Cos- 
tello slipped to the floor, and was sent 
sprawling on his back with a left- 
hander a little later. 

Costello appeared shaky on his legs 
but retaliated about as often as Greg- 
gains led, and the end of the thirty- 
second round found the men in appa- 
rently about as good condition as when 
the battle commenced. 

Nothing was done in the next six 
rounds. Then the spectators urged the 
men to go. in and fight. They made a 
show of doing so, but a¢complished lit-- 
tle. It is reported Greggains’s hands 
were injured. The men exchanged sev- 
eral biows in the forty-second and forty- 
third rounds. Greggains was using his 
right hand charily. 

After several rounds more the referee 
cautioned the men and they made an- 
other effort, Greggains sending Costello 
half way across the ring with a left 
hander. Greggains jabbed Costello 
with his leftin the forty-sixth round 
and Costello scored some left handers 
on the chest. 

About a dozen blows, and none of them 
effective, were struck from the forty- 
seventh to the fiftieth round. Costeilo 
seemed to think Greggains was holding 
hig right hand in reserve, and was, 


moreover, appatentiy willing to have 
the fight declared a draw. 

In the fiftieth round Greggains ! anie 
a straight left hard on the chin. getting 
Costello's right On the ear. Greggains 
rushed and tello dropped near the 
ropes. Gregainslandcdtwo stiff left 
@rivers and countered apparently with 
some force with his richt. | 

The police interfered at the end of 
round and the referee declared the con- 
test a draw. 

When seen in tleir dressing-rooms 
Costello and: his seconds seemed satis- 
fied with the referee's decision, but Greg- 
gains complained because the decision 
was not given his favor as he said he 
had done most of the work. His hands 
were uninjured and he-acknowledges 
having handled his right hand as if dis- 
abled in ordegtodraw Costello on. Many 
of those who Witnessed the contest ex- 
pressed the opinion that the match was 
a very even one, ani that while Greg- 
gains @isplayed mMvre ability, Costello 
was apparently able to withstand all 
punishment Greggains could deliver. 
Beyond a few bruises, the men bore no 
traces of their long battle.

SAMANA BAY AGAIN. 


Another Report That the United States 
Will Parchase It. 

New York, Aug; 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] When the United States 
warship Kearsarge was about to sail 
from this port, people were given to 
understand that the old vessel was 
bound to Honduras. Instead of going 
there, however, she went to Port au 
Prince. A Washington dispatch now 
says that the ve8sel has been ordered 
instead to proceed from Port au Prince 
to San Domingo and thence to La 
Guayra, Venezula. So far as the Navy 
Department is advised she is to make 
this trip for the purpose of conveying 
Minister Burnham on his semi-official 
visits of inspection toSan Domingo. It 
is ramored, how¢ver,t!at. the present 
movement of Minister: Burnham to San 
Domingo isto close negotiations for 
the purchase of Samana Bay asa coal- 
ing station. The President, it will be 
remembered, has at his disposal $500, - 
000 for procuring coaling stations, and 
it is thought not unlikely that a part of 
this money will be expended on Samana 
Bay and the remainder on Pearl Har- 
bor. 


Scandal Results in a Shooting. 

Logansport (Ind.,) Aug. 80.—At 
Royal Center, this county, there has 
been intense feeling over the great 
friendship of the Rev. Mr. Baird and 
Mrs. Milton. The bitterness culminated 
in a shooting last night in which John 
Clark, the ex-marshal, shot and killed 
John Sutters and fatally injured John 
Grant and Chris Wayne. The three 
attacked Clark, and the shooting is 
said to have been done in self-defense. 
There is intense excitement among the 
factions in the village and more trouble 
is feared. 


Killed in a Railway Collision. 

Buruineton (N. J.,) Aug. 30.—Two 
trains on the Camden and Amboy 
branch of the United* Railway of New 
Jersey crashed together at White Hill 
tonight and three of the train hands 
were killed. The dead are: Richard 
E. Lewis, conductor; Andrew Rule, en- 
gineer, of Campbell; Shinn, baggage- 
master of the extra train. 

The baggagemaster of the train is 
badly :injured. He will probably die, 
and is unable to give his name.

No new develop- 
ments have occurred and people are be- 
ginning to feel somewhat anxious, fear- 
ing that the assassins ma¥ be able to 
make their escape. Friends of the de- 
ceased are determined to spare no ex- 
pense in hunting them down, and the 
reward fund was today augmented by 
$1000. More contributions will be 
made. The reward will peapente aggre- 
gate $15,000. 

There is good reason to believe that 
man with a gunshot wound in the 
hand was arrested Monday and is now 
in jaif. They deny in the Sheriff's 
office that such an arrest has been made. 
and an inspection of the jail register 
bears them out. It is quite certain, 
however, that they would not acknowl- 
edge that the assassin had been cap- 
tured were such the cdse, for fear that 
an attempt would be made to lyach him. 
Several persons who passed the# jail on 
Monday night say it was guarded. 

The indignation of the people has not 
subsided, and there is talk of organizing 
a vigilance committee to drive the crim- 
inal element out of town. The number 
of theories has dwindled tothe two— 
rst, that McWhirter’s death was the 
result of the political animosities he 
aroused: second, that some private 
enemy, known only 10 McWhirter and 
perhaps a few others, killed him.

The attempt was made at 7 
o’clock and was timed to the best ade 
vantage. Huntley andthe other man, 
whose name is Bullard, were to go ous 
in the first square, and Davis was to go 
fifteen minutes later. The convicts had 
secured a long ladder near the south- 
‘west corner. -Keeper, Chase saw Hont- 
ley and Bullard leave their workshop 
and instantly followed them. They ran 
swiftly to the south corner, where Davis 
joined them. The three convicts put 
the ladder up against the wall, Davis 
running tothe top. He had his hands 
filled with stones, which he threwatthe 
guard on the wall as he advanced and at 
the other who followed inside the yard, 
The guard fired three times at the men. 
but missed his aim. His gun then failed 
to go off. 

The other convicts now mounted be- 
side Davis on the wal!. Seeingthat the 
guard’s gun had failed to go off, they 
stormed the guardhouse inside of which 
Guard Clark was and attempted to bate 
ter down the door and secure his gun. 
Huntley carried a board shield four feeg 
long and iron covered which he held in 
front of himto protect him from the 
bullets and rocks which were directed 
toward him.

Increasing.

English Health OMcers Aroused—The 
Disease Now in London—Precaation- 
ary Measures Adopted in This 
Country Almost Perfect,

Loxpon, Ang. 30.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Hamburg corre- 
spondent of the Standard telegraphs: 


_ “Since last night there has been an 


‘enormous increase in the number of 
persons attacked and who died, 810 
pewcases and 319 deaths paving oc- 
curred today. iInterments yesterday 
lasted far into the night, the total for 
the day being 291. A feeling of deep 
gloom has settled over the city. The 
loss to the commercial community is 
reckoned, at scveral million marks 
daily. The exodus from the city 1s 
unabated and the number of forcigners 
arriving has fallen to the lowest on 
record. There were only twenty-nine 
arrivals in all at the hotels in this’ city 
on Monday. The weather is damp and 
sultry. The temperature is 84° in the 
shade, a condition favorable to the 
progress of the epideinic.”’ 


Aug. 30.—There was a slight 


abatement in the cholera epidemic at 


Altona from Sunday. to midnight Mon- 
day. The record there shows twenty 
new, cases andeightdeaths. At Wands- 
beck, for the same period, the record 
vhows seventeen new cases and nine 
deaths. Three children and the con- 
ductor of a sleeping-car attached to the 
Hamburg train were seized with cholera 
during the journey today and removed 
to the hospital at Ludwigslust. The 
conductor's wife died from the disease 
on Sunday. Atraveler from Hamburg 
was stricken with Asiatic cholera at 
Darmstadt today and the authorities at 
once ordered the town to be covered 
with placards containing special sani- 
tary regulations. 

The price of disinfectants, especially 
earbolic acid, has risen 100 per cent. 
in the city since the appearancc of 
cholera. ‘he abnormal increase places 
the purchase of disinfecting articles be- 
yond the reach of the poor. Newspa- 
pers advocate the free distribution of 
disinfectants. 

It is officially announced that cholera 
is prevalent in sixteen places in Schles- 
wig and in three places in the district 
of Lunenburg. At Leipsic one case of 
the disease has occurred and one case is 
reported at Neustadt. The patients at 
Leipsic and Neustadt both came from 
Hamburg. 

The Nationai Zeitung states that there 
are three distinct cases of Asiatic chol- 
era atthe Moabite hospital in Berlin. 
Two patients, it says, came from Ham- 
burg, while the third isa Berlin wharf 
laborer. During the past twenty-four 
hours seventeen new suspects have been 
taken to the hospital. 

In Weissitse, a suburb of this city, a 
serious riot occurred last night. 
Among the members of a traveling 
stow was a woman whose son yesterday 
arrived from Hamburg. Fearing he 
would import the cholera contagion the 
police ordered the son and mother to 
return to Hamburg. They refused ‘and 
aiter a frantic resistance were removed 
to the lazaretto. Inthe meantime the 
police ordered the show to be closed. 
The showmen refused and showed fight. 
A crowd which had gattrered sided with 
the showmen anda _ free fight followed. 
The police were getting the worst of it 
when the gensd’armes were summoned.

Notwithstanding the quarantine 
people from Hamburg have been al- 
lowed to land, and the result is shown 
by the fact that two new cases of 
cholera have appeared in the City 
Road, London. The victims arrived 
yesterday on the steamship Peregrine 
from Hamburg. 

Another seaman belonging to the 
steamer Gerona has been seized with 
cholera at Shields, to which place he 
went after leaving the ship. 

Liverroo., Ang. 80.—Four Russian 
emigrants who were to sail from here 
for America today have been stricken 
with the cholera. They hava been re- 
moved to the hospital.

Panama, Aug. 30—It is reported that 
Asiatic cholera exists in Venezuela.

Wasuincton, Aug. 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press ] Official information of 
cholera in Europe received at Washing- 
ton today was very meager ard was 
confined to one dispatch from the Consul 
at Bremen. He cabled that there 
is eno Asiatic cholera in the city 
and every precaution is being 
taken to prevent it. The _ Treas- 
ury officials have received assurances 
of the effectiveness of the national and 
State quarantine services, and they say 
the department has done all it can do 
to prevent cholera gaining admission 
into the United States. A cordon 
of inspection and_ disinfection is 


being rapidly established on the 
seabuard from Louisiana to Maine 
and along the Canadian and 


Mexican .,frontiers. A circular on 
the subject was issued by Acting Secre- 
tary Spaulding this afternoon to col- 
lectors of customs and others. Collect- 
ors of customs on the Cananian and Mex- 
ican frontiers are instructed to exercise 
special vigilance in the, examination of 
immigrants and their effcts and to co- 
éperate with the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice and local health officers in such 
action as they deenr advisable to pre- 
vent the introduction of cholera into 
the United States. + 
At the request of Coilector Hopkins 
of Detroit Sergeon General Wyman has 
appointed Dr. Millhearn special in- 
spector at that port to assist the local 
authorities in examining immigrants 
and baggage from Canada. If it be 
be found necessary inspectors will 
also be appointed at Sault Ste. 
Marie, Port Huron and other lake 
ports to assist in preventing the 
introductioc of cholera. The collectors 
of customs at Ogdensburg, N. Y., and 
Milford, Me., have been requested to 
nominate inspectors to assist im the in- 
spection and disinfection of immigrants 
ut those points. Should it be neces- 
sary many immigrant 
the North medical inspectors will be 
stationed to assist the regular immi- 
kant inspectors. Incase of the estab- 
lishment of an absolute quarantine the 
cordon can be drawn taut within an 
hour by a telegram from the secretary, 
and the United States would be shut out 
from the world on the east, 
PRECAUTIONS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—The steam- 
ship British Princess, from Liverpool, 
with 600 immigrants aboard, 250 of 
whom are from Hamburg, is still de- 
tained at quarantine. The work of 
disinfecting has been completed, but, 
although there is no sickness aboard 
the steamship, she will be detained at 
ouarantine until the Board of Health is 
satisfied that all danger of cholera is 
past. 
NEW YORK’S QUARANTINE. 
New York, Aug. 30.—The steamship 


arrived today. passed quarantine all 
right, there being no sickness aboard 
her, and is now coming up. The cabin 
passengers of the steamer Circassia, 
' from Glasgow, passed all right. 

The Hamburg-American Steamship 
Company announces that after tomor- 
row no more immigrants will be taken 
from Hamburg to New York. The last 
of the immigrants will sail tomorrow 
on the Bohemia.

AN AGED JURIST GONE, 


Death of ex-Judge James McM., Shafterat 
San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Aug. 30.—j By the As- 
sociated Press.] Judge James McMil- 
lan Shafter died at his residence in this 
city last night of diabetes, at the age of 
76. He was a native of Vermont, a 
graduate of the Yale Lawschool and 
had been a member of the Legislature 
in Vermont, and later in Wisconsin. 
He served as Secretary of State of Ver- 
Mont for seven years, and was twice 
nominated for Congress in Wisconsin. 
He came to Californiain 1855, and 
and ever since has been prominent in 
public affairs. He has beena member 
of two California legislatures and a 
member of the convention for the adop- 
tion of the new California Constitution. 
He served a term as Superior Judge of 
San Francisco county and has been a 
regent ot the Stanford University since 
its inception. Col. William R. Shafter, 
of the United States army, Commander 
at Angel Island, is a nephew of the de- 
ceased. Judge Shafter leaves an estate 
valued at about $1,000,000.

‘QUICK WORK. 


A Couple of Knock-outs in Short 
Order at the Pastime Club, 


Al Butler Put to Sleep by Child in Twen- 
ty-four Seconds, While Ramsey Only 
Kequired Three Rounds to 

| Do Up Graham. 


The prospect of a couple of knock- 
outs for the same money attracted 
about 250 patrons of pugilism to the 
Pastime Athletic Club’s rooms on North 
Main street last night, and their expec- 
tations were realized in short order, for 
both of the events announced were un- 
usually short-lived. 

The proceedings commenced at 9 
o’clock with a set-to between Al. Butler 
and Frank Child, the negro who twice 
made George La Blanche bite the dust. 
Accordirg to the prearranged pro- 
gramme, the latter contracted to 
‘‘stop’? his white opponent in eight 
rounds; but he proved his ability to do 
so by giving Butler his quietus twenty- 
four seconds after time had been called 
for the first round. As a matter of 
fact, Butler was completely at the 
mercy of his dusky opponent from the 
moment he entered the ring with him; 
but he assumed the defensive and kept 
out of reach for a few seconds, until 
Child rushed him into a corner of the 
ring and landed his huge right fist in 
his stomach. Butler doubled up like a 
jack-knife, and as he did.so he received 
a crushing left-hander the neck’ 
which sent him down. He) attempted 
to rise as six seconds were counted out, 
but fell back again and was declared 
out, 
While the principals in the other con- 
test were getting ready for the en- 
counter a.ludicrous battle-royal be- 
tween four. negroes of varions sizes’ 
kept the crowd uproariously amused 
for fifteen minutes. : 

It was, however, 9:40 o’clock before 
the event of the evening was an- 
nounced, and the crowd evinced signs 
of impatience until Frank Ramsey, the 
colored man, entered the ring with But- 
ler, Child and Cotton in attendance. 
He seemed to be trifle nervous, but was 
well conditioned- Billy Graham ap- 
peared a moment later with Capt. 
Neary, McKay and Ed Manning behind 
him. He was very confident, but much 
too paunchy for one who intended to en- 
gage in a finish fight. ; 

It was agreed that the ‘‘La Blanche 
swing’’ be barred. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of Referee Curran cau- 
tioned the men, and time was called at 
9:50 o'clock. 

Graham at once stepped to the center 
of the ring and waited for Ramsey, who 
cautiously approached him, looking for 
an opening. The men were admirably, 
matched in height, reach and build, and 
the majority of the crowd settled them-. 
selves in seats in the ewpectation of 
witnessingalong fight. Graham opened 
up hostilities by rushing in and landing 
both hands lightly in the negro’s face, 
getting away without return. Ramsey 
kept moving about, however, ana when 
Graham attempted to repeat his former 
tactics the negro hotly countered him 
with his right on the ear. <A few light 
exchanges were then made, the round 
closing with honors even. 

‘The second round opened with Gra- 
ham in the center of the ring and the 
negro moving round him at long range. 
Ramsey closed up finally and swung his 
left viciously but missed. Graham then 
assumed the offensive and jabbed: his 
opponent between the eyes with his 
left. He again landed a hot lefthander 
on the negro’s jaw, and the latter 
clenched. Graham’s. confidence 
creased at this juncture and. he rushed 
at his man asif to annihilate him, but 
came toa full stop as Ramsey’s right 
shot into his throat. The negro landad 
a left swing on Graham’s ear which 
staggered him, but Ramsey failed to 
take advantage of the opening thus 
afforded him. Graham upon recovering 
rushed again, but was cleverly stopped. 
He landed a hot righthander on Ram- 
sey’s nose, however, just as time was 
called. 

When the men‘came up for the third 
round both were fresh, but Graham's 
air of confidence had vanished. Ram- 
sey fanned the air with a fruitless left 
swing, and a few seconds were spent in 
sparring foran opening. Both closed 
simultaneously, however, and some hot 
give-and-take work ensued in the cen- 
ter of the ring, Ramsey having decid- 
edly the best of it. .It was scen that 
the negro’s nose was bleeding when 
hostilities were temporarily suspended, 
but the work seemed to ‘ave aroused 
him. Graham, on the other hand, was 
evidently tired, and the negro, after a 
short breathing spell, went at him, 
landing heavily once or twice on his 
face and neck. Graham attempted to 
rally, but received a hot left drive on 
the point of the jaw which sent him 
reeling to the ground, where he lay on 
his back until. counted out, when his 
seconds picked him up.

The Old Charch of San Lais Rey to Be 
First Restored and Rehabilitated— ' 
A Large Fand Already Raised 
for That Purpose.

‘None of the Franciscan fathers are 
here now,’’ he said, ‘‘but will be soon. 
[have received a letter saying that 
they willsooncome. They must have 
permission of the Pope before they can 


go from one nation to another, but the 


arrangements are all made. They will 
take the old mission at San Luis Rey 
‘and repair the church. There they wiil 
establish a novitiate and will have 
charge of the Indians, too. r 

mahi of the fathers are coms 
ing.’’ asked the reporter. 

“I cannot tell.”’ replied Father Adam, 
‘but, theré’ will be a few of the old 
padres and some novices, The mission 
will be used for Jnetructing and train- 
ing the novices in the religion of the 
order. Ithink that the work incident 
to occupying the mission will begin 
October 4.”’ 

It is said that a large fund has been 
collected for the ptrpose of restoring 
the old church ahd installing the 
fathers therein, and that the plan takes 
in all, or at least several, missions in 
addition to that of San Luis Rey.

Flags waved, hats 
shot into the air, and shout after shout 
so completely drowned the voice of the 
chairman that he stood helplessly alone 
until the mob subsided. Every man in 
the house seemed to vote aye when the 
motion was put, and in a few moments 
a committee, appvuinted by the chair, 
consisting of Wright of Stainlans, Cur- 
tis of San Bernardino, Hunsaker of San 
Diego, Laird of Kern and Boyd of San 
Bernardino were on their way over to 
the Brunswick Hotel to notify Mr. 
Wellborn of his nomination and bring 
him into the hall. In a few momen 
the band struck up ‘Hail to the Chief,” 
just as Mr. Wellborn was ushered into 
the hall.

The Republicans of the Thirty-ninth 
Senatorial District, composed of San 
Bernardino and Orange counties, are 
considerably worked up over the Sena- 
torship which is monopolizing public 
attention throughout the district. The 
main issué is county division in San 
Bernardino county, where feeling is 
running very high, and the fight will be 
made directly on that line. A number 
of prominent men have been mentioned 
forthe nomination, but they have all 
dropped. out, or declined to make the 
race, and S. Craig, nominal editor of 
the Redlands Citrograph, is making the 
fight as an anti-divisionist, and claims 
to have the nomination -beyond any 
question. As to his: claim, however, 
there is some doubt, for while San Ber 
nardino city is supporting him, 
Riverside is Solid against him, 
as is also his own -town,.

In fact it 1s at Redlands, where 
the auburn-haired  ‘‘journalist’’.. lives 
and publishes his paper by proxy, that 
the bitterest opposition tohim is de- 
veloped, and itis freely stated by Re- 
publicans of that city that even in case 
Craig gets the nomination they will 
not support him, and declare that he 
cannot be elected.

able ta the people of Redlands, but his 
record is such that they say no self- 
respecting Republican can afford to 
support him. In the first place they 
say that Craig is not a Republican, in 
fact, he has claimed to be one only very 
recenty, that is to say, since he con- 
cluded to run for the Senatgrship. He 
formerly claimed to be an ‘‘American,”’ 
and has advocated the so-called princi- 
ples of that party in his paper. Two 
years ago he not only refused to vote 
the Republican ticket, but voted for and 
advocated the ‘‘American’’ nominees. 
It is further charged that Craig and his 
paper—which latter, by the way, it is 
said he does not own—are in the mar- 
ket, and the opinions of both 
the editor and the paper are for 
sale. In proof of this. charge, H. H. 
Sinclair is authority for the state- 
ment that two years ago Craig at- 
tempted to blackmail the Republican 
nominees out of $500. As stated by 
Mr. Sinclair Craig went to him in Octo- 
ber, 1890, and told him he had been 
offered $500 by the Democrats to sup- 
port their ticket, and that: a special 
fight was to be made against the Re- 
publican nominees for Sheriff, Assessor, 
District Attorney and Superintendent 
of Schools. At this interview Craig said 
that he could take this money without 
sacrificing any principles, as he was 
neither a Democrat nor a. Republican, 
but an ‘‘American.’’ Redlands, how- 
ever, he said, being a Republican town, 
he would prefer to keep in line with 
that party. He then asked Mr. Sinclair 
to go to the four. Republican nominees 
for the offices mentioned, and to say to 
them that if they would make up $500 
he wouldsupport them. This Mr. Sin- 
clair did, when the matter was talked 
over, and it was decided by those gen- 
tlemen and Mr. Sinclair not to pay 
the money. Later "Craig called on 
Sinclair -and asked what arrange- 
ment had been made. He was 
told that the money would not be paid, 
when he replied that the action of the 
Republicans left the field open, and he 
could accept the offer of the Democrats. 
Sinclair then warned him to keep his 
hands out of the fight, or the whole 
transaction would be made public, when 
Craig subsided, and nothing appeared 
for or against any of the candidates un- 
til just before the election, when a lau- 
ditory article appeared ‘‘puffing’’ the 
candidate for Assemblyman, and for 
which he afterward admitted that he was 
paid.

WAKE UP. 
The water companies meet once in a 
while and decide to continue or not con- 
tinue the work of tunneling for the purpose 
‘of developing more water. Meanwhile 
everybody outside of the water companies 
continues to sleep and notthe slightest pub- 
lic interest is manifested in the matter of 
the town’s future supply. Nobody seems 
.to care whether it goes dry or not. 

Men and brethren, it is time to wake up. 
The town is growing faster than the water 
supply is increasing. There is plenty of 
water in the winter time, but there isn’t 
during the summer months. The only 
practical solution of the question, as any 
unprejudiced man who is well posted on 
the subject will tell you, is the construc- 
tion of immense storage reservoirs, so that 
some of the winter overflow may be saved 
for summer consumption. It takes time to 
build such reservoirs and it will take a 
longer time to perfect a plan for their con- 
struction. 

Let the people of Pasadena have a care 
lest the supply of water runs short before 
such reservoirsare built. Ifthe consumers 
generally would arouse themselves, and 
take cognizancé of the importance of the 
question ‘something definite would be ac- 
complished. Pasadena has a great future 
before it, which cannot afford to be blastéd 
by ascarcity of water. Now is the time to 
act. Who will start the balla rolling?

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Two Railway Laborers Almost 
Instantly Killed. 


One on the Southern Pacific, the 
Other on the Santa Fe. 


Section Hand Run Over by a Work 
Train Near Puente. 


An Oller Run Down by a Freight Train 
While Switching in the First Street 
Yards—A Man's Leg Broken, 
Another Accident. 


Yesterday wasa lively day in the 
railway accident line, and there are two 
horribly mangled bodies lying in the 
pes ea as a result of the day’s work, 

THE FIRST ACCIDENT. 

The first accident occurred at noon 

on the line of the Southern Pacific a 
short distance from Puente. 
The company has had a work train in 
that neighborhood for some days past, 
and just before noon it started to back 
up to the station. 

It was loaded with gravel and a num- 
ber of laborers and section men Were on 
the flat cars. Many of them were. 
seated in their) favorite manner, with 
their legs dangling over the sides ofthe 
cars. 

Among this number was an old Italian 
named Pietro Benneto, who sat on the 
front end of the first car, and as his car 
was being pushed #fong at a lively rate 
of speed he Tost it balance in some 
manner and fell o the track in front of 
the car. fra 

Almost instantly he was, caught by 
the wheels, and before the engineer 
could bring the train to a standstill half 
a dozen wheels passed over his body. 
His head was crushed into a shapeless 
mass, and his body down to the waist 
was frightfully mangled. He was dead 
before any of his companions reached 
him, The body was removed to a pas- 


.senger train and sent to this city. 


Last evening at 7 o’clock Coroner 
Weldon held an inquest on the remains 
at Orr & Sutch’s on North Spring 
street, and the jury found’that death 
was the result of an accident. De- 
ceased was about 55 years of age, a 
native of Italy and unmarried. 

JOHN M’NERNEY KILLED. 
At 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon an- 
other frightful accident took place in 
the Santa Fé yards at the foot of Sec- 
ond street, in whieh an oiler named 
John McNerney lost hislife. The young 
man was busily engaged in oiling the 
track at the switches, and had his back 
turned to a freight train that was back- 
ing up in his direction. 

No one noticed the unfortunate man 
until it was too late, and if he heardthe 
warhing cry of the trainmen he paid 
no attention to it. 

The next instant the car struck him 
in Me back, and almost instantly 
he Was rolled overand over. When as- 
sistance reached him life was extinct. 

- The bones in his legs were broken in 
a dozen places, and the wheels had torn 
the flesh from his legs ‘from the hips 
down. He presented @ most horrible 
appearance, and the strong men who 
rushed to his side were compelled-to 
turn their faces away while they lifted 
his bleeding body into @he dead-wagon 
coffin. 

He was quite a young man, and has a. 
number of friends among the railroad” 
men. His remains were taken to the 
undertaking rooms of Hopkins & Cus- 
sins, where an inquest will be held this 
morning at 10 o’ciock. 

ANOTHER RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

Yesterday at noon the Southern Pa- 
cific train from Santa Monica brought 
to this city and conveyed to the Sisters’ 
Hospital Joseph Hart, an employé of 
the company, who was injured at the 
cafion Monday afternoon. 

Hart was helping to unload lumber at 
the wharf from a flat car when one of 
the big piles slipped out of the men’s 
grip and fell on Hart. When the in- 
jured man was removed it was discov- 
ered that his left leg was fractured just 
below the knee andthat he had, re- 
ceived other serious cuts and bruises 
about the body. 

Dr. Place set his leg and deaseed his 
wounds, and when he reached this city 
yesterday he was considered out of 
danger, 

. UNDER A BALE OF HAY, 

There came near being an accident 
at Budninger’s old stable on Fourth 
street, opposite the Westminster Hotel 
yesterday morning. Fred Wack was 
helping to unload a lot of baled hay 
when one of the bales fell from the 
wagon and before Wack could get out of 
the way it caught him. He was badly 
bruised about the head and shoulders, 
but no bones were broken. It is be- 
| lieved that he received internal inju- 
ries, but he was resting easy last night 
and seemed to be out of danger. 

FELL FROM A BRDGE. é 

At 12:80 o'clock this morning John 
Reimer a rancher who lives the other 
side of East Los Angeles was found un- 
der-the Santa Fé bridge across the Los. 
Angeles River by C. Il. Pitner. Reimer 
Was taken to the receiving hospital 
where Police Surgeon Bryant attended 
to hisinjuries. Reimer stated that he 
started tocross the bridge at 9 o'clock 
last night, and when he got half w ay 
across he heard a train coming and in 
his attempt to get ont of*the way. he 
fell. He was unableto move and his 
calls for help attracted no one until 
Pitner went to him. 

He fella distance of- fourteen feet 
and struck on his head and shoulders. 
Is was impossible .to ascertain the ex- 
tentofhis injuries this morning. but 
he is ina bad condition andhis recdv- 
ery is doubtfut.

The complaint of Maurice Hill 
against Humane Officer Wright, charg- 
ing that the said officer arrested him 
without warrant of law and locked him 
up in the citv prison, was read dnd ac- 
tion deferred for one week, when the 
case will be investigated by the board 
in committee of the whole. — 

The usual demands were presented 
and approved. 

Ofticer Marden reported that the Ar- 
cade saloon, No..108 East First street, 
hasa sign reading ‘‘Family entrance’’ 
and had refusen to remove the same 
when notified. The sign over the side 
entrance of the saloon at No. 9238 East 
First street has been changed to read 
‘‘Ladies’ entrance,’’? and the owner had 
refused to remove the same. | 

The cases of the Palace Saloon and 
Vienna Buffet were also reported, and 
the statement was made that the pro- 
prietors claimed that these’signs were 
for their restaurants and did not refer 
to the saloons.
